AND PROTECTION. 
TIM moat cobble ait idea thai have 
appeared in this country on free trade 
and protection, are those cf the Bt. Hon. 
William £ . Gladstone, who argues for 
free trade, and the Hon. J arnee G. 
Blame, who 
makes 
a 
defence for 
protection. These articles are found 
in 
the 
current number 
of 
the 
North American Be view, and will be 
read with deep interest by many thou­ 
sands of Ameiioan people. The ex­ 
premier of Great Britain is one of the 
ablest free trade writers on the other 
side of the .sea; and the secretary of 
state of the United States is one of the 
most brilliant exponents of the .doctrine 
of home protection, to be found in this 
country. It is a duel between two in­ 
tellectual giants; between two of the 
foremost statesmen of England and 
America. 
It is eery natural that Mr. Gladstone 
should exalt free trade. He is an astute 
statesman. He is a patriot. He loess 
England more than he does the United 
States, and he ought to. When he uses 
bis pen for free trade, he does his coun­ 
try a good service. When he pleads for 
the abolition of protection in the United 
8tater, be is pleading for the cause of 
the E lfish working people. No one 
can censure Mr, Gladstone for this. He 
wouia not be entitled to the unbounded 
admiration of the English people which 
be so firmly holds, did he not speak for 
them and for their prosperity. 
Mr. Gladstone make the argument of 
a free trader, that oongrees should not 
interfere with the natural law of distri­ 
bution. He wants eaoh nation to be let 
alone so tar as any attempt to impose 
duties on imposts are oonoerned, and 
penult the law of supply and demand to 
govern the interchange of commodities' 
both products of the farm and those of 
the factory. The principle is stated in 
the following brief paragraph from Mr. 
Gladstone’s article: — 
An interference with it by the govern­ 
ment in order to encourage some dearer 
method of production at home, in pref­ 
erence tie cheaper method of production 
abroad, may fairly be termed artificial. 
And every soon interference means 
simply a diminution of the national 
wealth. If region A grows wheat at 
home for fifty shillings with which re- 
B can supply it at forty, and region 
msnuf natures doth at twenty shillings 
with which region A can supply it at fif­ 
teen, the national wealtn of each is di­ 
minished by the ten and the five shillings 
respectively. 
This is the principle laid down in 
works on free trade, that Franoe, for in­ 
stance, should produce wine and silk, 
and England furnish her with manufac­ 
tured articles; and that the United 
(Mates bas a large domain and plenty of 
tillable tend and should more largely en 
gags in producing grain and allow En 
gland to supply it with clothing, carpets, 
dry goods, and so on. This is what Mr, 
Gladstone wants.

Of oouvee Mr. Glad­ 
stone knows foil well that England oould 
undersell the United States under u

market! of the United States. Whet he 
wants is that this country ahall surrender 
Its own markets to rminnfaotoree to Great 
Britain, and our own people bs eonian! 
with growing wheat and eon, and pota­ 
toes and cabbage* 
Mr. Gladstone misses the mark when 
ha elal sa* tist this eountry now stands 
in the same position that England did 
When ahs was forced to adopt free trade. 
Why did Bogland adopt free trade? Be­ 
cause more then half ber population was 
dependent on other oonntriee for food, 
and the had to obtain the food on the 
beet terms possible—that of furnish­ 
ing 
other 
countries with eheaper 
manufactured articles. It was “root hog 
or dia” with England, 
“She bed to get 
rid of everything in the way of oheap 
manufacturing, or starve.” 
But the 
United States oen produce all the food it 
wautr, and more than England will take, 
and at the same time make its own 
good! and famish its own laborers uith 
employment, and better wages than any 
other country in the world can pay. 
There ars aome 4,500,000 persons .in the 
United States engaged in manufactures 
and mechanical and mining industries, 
and it la the interests of these, ss wallas 
building up a home market tor our own 
produoe, that protection seeks to pro­ 
tect. 
As to whether protection is good tor 
tai United Slates, history mast settle 
the question. This country ie perfectly 
wilting to oompars iii experience with 
Mr. Gladstone,«theories. The edvanee- 
meat of this country under the protec­ 
tive fclem, has astonished the civilised 
world. There ie not a parallel to such 
progress to be found in any other coun­ 
try on the face cf the earth. Why then 
ritould the Gaited Steles abandon pro­ 
tection and surrender its Industries to 
QvealBritatnT 
The reason why this should not be 
done, will be found in the powerful ar­ 
gument cf Mr. Blaine for the protective 
system, which the Gacrite will give In 
doe tune.

Mr. Bligh was 
married aome twelve years ago in New 
Jersey, nod a abort time ago quarreled 
with his wife, end hearing that Chicago 
oourts furnished decrees of divorce 
^without muoh delay or without mush 
questioning, ha went to that city, aud in 
lbs course of a aholt time returned home 
with the decree in his pooket. The old 
story repeated itself—he fell in love with 
another woman and married her. 
The first wife was informed of athe di­ 
vorce whioh her husband had surrepti­ 
tiously obtained, and on bearing of bis 
aaoond marriage, she made complaint 
against him and he wee arrested on the 
oharge of bigamy. “Jersey just ice” is 
proverbial, and Mr. Bligh was oonvioted 
of the orime of bigamy, the penalty o* 
whioh is penitentiary 
imprisonment. 
The attorneys for Mr. Bligh argued that 
the Chicago divorce waa a sufficient de­ 
fence, but the court, whioh seemed to 
to .have a sense of joetioe 
about 
it, 
reminded 
the 
attorneys 
that 
he did net go ti Illinois to live and 
earn his living, but simply to get a di- 
roroe a diverse obtained through fraud* 
Th# oaae is gout to the supreme court of 
New Jersey on nu appeal, and the decis­ 
ion will be looked for with intsrset. If 
the higher oourt ahall agree with the 
oourt below, Mr. Bligh will celebrate hie 
second marriage by carving several years 
in state prison. 
We ere not in possession of the real 
trouble between Mr. Bligh and 
wife, and therefore oannot say 
he waa justifiei in suing for 
But that makes no differ anes. No manly 
sympathy will go out tor him. A man 
who will go to Chicago for a divorce 
when the laws of his own stats will not 
grant him oos, should go to then peni­ 
tentiary for his folly. A divans under 
any mroumstanoe is bid enough, but one 
obtained from a wits through fraud, de­ 
mands seven punishment. 
Should the supnme oourt sustain the 
deci'ion of the trial oourt, it willplsoe 
the .second Mrs. Bligh in a peculiar pc 
aition. As one putt it, “she will Brither 
be widow, wife, nor maid." 
We think it was two years ago that a 
proposition was submitted to eongrees 
pissing marriage end divoroe under the 
jurisdiction of congress, so that then 
woald be a uniformity of both, and 
probably the singular ease of Mr. Bligh 
will oauae thai proposition lo be re­ 
newed.

HE SANTA MARIA, 
the caravel in which 
Chriatobal 
C o l on 
made his astounding 
discovery 
of 
this 
hemisphere, is gener­ 
ally 
described 
by 
writers as a mere 
cockle shell, hut this 
is an exaggeration. 
We possess very full 
particulars 
of 
it, 
through tho pride of 
Spain 
In having 
wrought so great a 
work, which led them 
to record minutely all the details of the 
expedition of 1432. 
The Museo Naval of 
Madrid has an authentic picture of thd 
vessel, and there can be no doubt that it 
was as good a ship as the Spaniards could 
build, of sufficient size, perfectly souud, 
well-fitted, 
and 
with 
a 
numerous 
crew. 
It was OO feet at the keel, and 
somewhat 
more than IOO 
feet from 
stem to stern, with a complete deck, 
and at the stern a poop decck 2G feet 
long, under which were the heavy guns of 
the period. 
Forward there was a small 
platform on which were smaller pieces, 
falcons and sabers, for the discharge of 
grape shot and small stones. 
There were 
four masts, two of which were rigged with 
square sails and two with sails shaped 
like a swallow’s wing. 
These ore still 
used in the Mediterranean aud bear the 
name of lateen sails, from the belief that 
they are similar to those used by the 
ancient Latin peoples. 
It will be seen 
that the navigators of that period had 
partly seized the true idea of how to util­ 
ize the winds from almost every point of 
the compass save those from its very eye, 
which is done now by square sails aided by 
stay sails, and the latter are the old lateen 
sails so moditied as to offer no obstruction 
to the other canvass. 
The Santa Marla 
was, in fact, a traditional vessel, built at 


FRENCH WAR SHIP, 
the rigging of the enemy’s ships, so that 
their lug sails dropped to the deck and they 
remained motionless on the water. 
The 
triremes then rowed all around them and 
poured in a raking fire from the scor­ 
pions, besides clouds of arrows and stones 
from the archers and slingers. 
But eo 
thoroughly frightened had been the great 
Julius that he massacred all of the gov­ 
ernment of the Veneti ho could find and 
sold the entire nation into slavery. 
When we read of stout oak ships, and 
iron spikes as big as the forefinger, and 
iron chain cables it is impossible not to 
believe that this unfortunate nation was 
in correspondence with some other nation 
vastly more advanced than itself. 
Had 
such a type been elaborated either in 
Britannia or the French Britany there 
would have been a corresponding civiliza­ 
tion, which would have made the Veneti 
more than a match for C iear and bis 
ferocious, gore-loving legions.

One of the most remarkable monuments 
in America is in San Laie Obispo county, 
southern California.

On near approach it is seen to have on its 
eastern Bide an opening 25 leet broad, 
which leads into an inner temple or court, 
with level floor 225 feet long and 125 feet 
broad at its widest part.

was evidently used by prehistoric men as 
a temple of worship or a capitol of gov­ 
ernment.

ING AT THS CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH. 
Prof. Salisbury, cf Beloit College, 
delivered his lecture entitled “Pre-His 
torio Times,” last evening st the Cen 
gregational church, being the third su­ 
er tunment of

deposited with fine sand and gravel that 
the gentlest entreat oould oarry. If the 
the debris had been deposited by ice 
bergs it would b eja layers. Icebergs 
come from glaciers .that protrude Into 
the sea and if rocks had been unbeded 
in their bases probably it would not have 
been in such vast quantities. The great 
boulders are not found in valleys on low 
Plaine only, bot in some plsoee the high 
sr the moontsine or plateaus the greater 
the deposits. In the 8 wise mountains 
great elects of ioe flow down the moun­ 
tain sides and carry all the rocks that 
stand in the way. Plenty cf enow end 
moisture is necessary to the formation of 
a glacier. When snow bee accumulated 
to a great depth the weight of the enow 
above, will eonvert the lower part into 
ioe. in the day tune pools of water are 
found all over the surface of the ioe. Hie 
evident that if this loss was not re 
placed by some means the glacier would 
soon disappear. Could it move? To dc 
Olde this question a rope was drawn 
across the glacier and fattened securely 
to the sides of the valley. The rope, of 
course. was stationery. A row of a tan es 
wee driven directly andor the rope, end 
left for a tow days. 
It was found that

the others. This proved that the glacier 
moved and that, uke a nver, it flowed 
feater in the easter than at the Bides. Ice, 
that it struck a sharp blow, will fly into 
a thousand pieces, flows like water. A 
ber of ioe, if properly managed, is so 
pliable that it may be tied into a knot. 
When the glacier reaches the warm 
valley, it melts and deposits the debris 
that it bas gathered. Thee* deposits are 
called the Terminal Moraine*. 
Coaid not the drift of Ibis country b 
due to tbs same agency? The northern 
part of the continent was elevated to 
great beigel dnriog the glacial epoeh. 
This elevation darn eased the tempera 
tare and in the region where it always 
snows instead of raining, snob veal quan 
lilies of snow aommnlatvd that the low 
sr portions were converted Into tee by 
pressure. This ioe sheet flowed toward 
tbs south, taking with it all the rook and 
soil in its ooune, depositing it farther 
■outb. Mount lins are not neeemary for 
glseiers. In Greenland, whioh is prob­ 
ably a level island ooveted by hundreds 
of feet of snow, glaciers are formed and 
flow into the sea. 
The first drift aret extends from Long 
Island, west tbrongh New York, Ohio, 
Indians, Illinois, Missouri, snd then in 
a general northern direction through 
Western Montana and (iate the British 
possessions. 


Changes are constantly taking place; 
rocks are being worn away and deposited 
as tho foundation of fatale continents. 
The land being elevated and subsiding, 
in timo the glaciers of Greenland may 
extend and connect with Labrador, Ice­ 
land and northern Europe, thus cutting 
the warm current from the northern see, 
and flow over the lend as it bas done in 
pest ages.
